DRAFTING DRAFT JUDGES

It is strictly a 
war-emergency measure. It confers, 
for, the duration of the war, wide 
powers upon the President in the 
directions indicated, to be exercised 
only after he has found that a state 
of affairs warranting @ction exists. 
It is specifically stated thet the legis- 
lation arises from a war emergency 
and is essential to the successful 
carrying on of the war: All the 
powers included in the bill doubt- 
less will be exercised through an 
emergency agency which the Presi-

Authority is given to license and 
regulate any business of manufac- 
ture, Mtorage, and distribution of 
foods, food materials, or! feeds, 
whenever the President deems it es- 
sential te prevent uneconomical 
manufacture ar ineqmitable distribu- 
tion.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 10.—Reclamation army 
camps for temporary unfit conscripts 
are being considered by the War 
Department and Congress. 

Slackers who seek to escape con- 
scription because of temporary ail- 
ments, as well as desiring to 
serve but suffering from slight 
troubles at the time of their physi- 
cal exarhinations, are to be sent to 
the reclamation camps, where, under 
experienced physicians, they are to 
be cured of their ills and made fit 
to enter the training camps 

Secretary Baker and Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Gorgas have beeen considering 
the problem several days They 
have brought it to the attention of 
the chairmen of the House and “tu 
ate Milltary Affairs Committee, Rep- 
resentative Dent and Senator Cham- 
berlain. The need for such camps 
was not foreseen when the con- 
script draft law: was being framed 
and authorization and mo were 
not given for the purpose. is is 
being asked now by the war officials 

EASILY CURABLE. 


Analysis of the results of the 
physical examinations of English 
volunteers for war service made by 
army and medical experts here 
shows that 32 per cent. of the men, 
because of physical disability, were 
suffering from ailments curable a 
ese 
men, many of whom were desirous 
of serving their country, had to be 
rejected and were subjected to un- 
Justiflable criticism. 

It is the desire of the War De- 
partment officials to prevent such a 
condition in this country. For this 
reason, the plan of reclamation 
camps has been presented to Sur- 
geon-General Gorgas dy leading 
physicians of the country. Under 
the existing law the men with tem- 
porary ailments must be rejected by 
the examining boards as unfit for 
the draft and they will be elimi- 
nated from the registration held 
June 5. Under the suggested plan 
such men will be dgzafted, but win 
be sent to reclamation camps where 
minor physical defects and personal 
allments will be corrected and cured 
and wl then be sent to the train- 
ing camps, where they can be fash- 
foned into soldiers. 

NEAR CANTONMENTS. 


The suggestion is made that these 
reclamation camps be located adja- 
cent to the cantonments at which the 
soldiers of the national army are to 
be and instructed; that the 
‘transfer of the cured and physically 

ected men may be made with- 
out delay. During the convales- 
cence period the men can be giver 
instructions and light drill exercise 
Thus, they will be little behind the 
healthy men who started to receive 
instructions with the opening of the 
camps. 

There are recorded here instances 
where slackers in foreign countries 
voluntarily exposed themselves to 
minor diseases that they might not 
be eligible for service in the army. 
It us not telleved by the War De- 
partment officials that such practices 
will be followed in this country and 
the purpose lying back of the idea 
of reclamation camps is to take 
care of the patriotic American who 
wants to serve, but who might be 
disqualified because of temporary 
troubles.

The great underlying hope that 
thousands of fresh recruits for the 
German and Austrian armies would 
be gathered also has vanished. 
From Warsaw, they have returned 
to Berlin the Prussian uniforms sent 
to clothe these new allies. Instead 
of winning the Poles, the activities 
of the Central Powers have em- 
bittered the German residents in Po- 
land, who have submitted to the 
government a protest in which they 
declare that the Poles are and will 
continue implacable enemies of Ger- 
many, no matter what is done. 

The Polish State Council, 
conciliatory medium, also has failed. 
Meanwhile, the Poles resident in the 
German and Austrian provinces have 
undertaken a Parliamentary. cam- 
paign against the authorities.
